as lie handed over the candy, that is 
•his last remembrance until Jie was 
pulled from the building. 


Mr. Perkins, -who moved here a 


few weeks ago from near New Sal- 
em, had opened up the store, former- 
ly used as a grocery store, and in- 
stalled a pool table, cigar 
counter 


and f-audy counter. 


He was un.ible to find a- dwelling 


iliouse in which to move liis family, 
and he stored liis household goods in' 
the rear of tlie place, •which is par- 
titioned from the store i oom proper.

One line was laid from fJis pumper, 
and the fire was soon extinguished, 
with loss estimated at §200 to the 
building, and ,$300 to the contents. 


When the department arrived Mr. 


Perkins was being carried out of the 
front door, by Mr. Kestetter, a bar- 
ber, whose shop is located in an an- 
nex west of the store room. 


The injured man was taken across 


Ihe street to the 'home of William 
Hall, and a physician 
•summoned. 


Police also were called and assisted 
in the investigation. 


The injured man, who appeared to 


be dazed, told Ora Blackburn, police 
chief, that lie was awakened by two 
colored men, and flint he dressed and 
wen! to the front of the store, where 
they wanted to buy SOTOP candy.

to know what that had to do with 


. The police chief told him that 


the place had been on fire, and that 
his household goods were ruined, 
and the man could not recall any- 
thing about the fire. He admitted 
that he had insurance on the house- 
bold goods. 


Neighbors in that vicinity today 


were expressing their views on the 
subject, evidently being greatly op- 
posed to bavins a pool room in their 
community. For the most part they 
seemed reluctant in accepting the 
report given out about the colored
